Claims 1-14 and 16-22 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1. The rejection of claims 1-14 and 16-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Zhang etal. 
is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The rejection of claims 21 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) over Zhang et al. in 
view of Fujiwara is being maintained for the reasons stated in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed November 1 2, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the prior art fails to disclose where in Zhang et al. or in 
Fujiwara where the sealed orifice ruptures upon increased pressure. Column 7, lines 10 
and 1 1 discloses rupturing the inner bag to generate heat. 

Allowable Subject Matter
